
  OPERATION CLEAN UP 
 

Residents of multi-family residences can receive Operation Clean Up if the property management has made 
prior arrangements.  Please call Community Sanitation at (559) 621-1447. 
 
Operation Clean Up does not pick up trash generated by any property other than the residence being serviced.  
Only residences that currently pay their Sanitation Fee on the utility bill will be serviced. 

*****All items are delivered to CARTS recycling center for separation and recycling***** 
**** No items are taken to the landfill****** 

BY LAW, YOU ARE RESPONSIBLE for any dangerous conditions you create due to the amount and/or 
the location of the trash placed out for pick up.  Trash should not be placed out more than 7 days prior to pick 
up.  Trash placed out earlier than 7 days before the scheduled pick up creates a hazard and will be 
referred to code enforcement for possible citation and/or legal action. 
 

 Place the Operation Clean Up discards in the 
same location as your regular garbage (solid 
waste) pick up, 1 to 12  feet from the curb or 
fence line.  Discards should be away from 
sewer vents, water meters, mail boxes, and 
fire hydrants. 

 Avoid parking your vehicle on the street in 
your residential neighborhood the day of the 
pick up. 

 Set items out by 6:00 A.M. on the scheduled 
day of pick up. 

 Do allow all day for the completion of the 
Operation Clean Up.  If the crews are able to 
work ahead, they will return on your 
scheduled day.   

 Air-dry paint and dispose of it in your 
regular garbage. 

 Tree pruning, lumber, and metal/plastic pipe 
must be cut into four foot pieces. 

 Limit concrete, rock, brick, or dirt disposal 
to a combined total of two wheelbarrow 
loads. 

 Secure or remove refrigerator and/or large 
appliance doors, to prevent accidents.  
Remove all perishables. 

 Limit of one (1) refrigerator per household. 
 Limit of one (1) nonbroken television screen 

or 
 monitor screen per household. 
  All odd objects, such as swing sets, garage 

doors, etc. should be disassembled and cut 
into four foot pieces. 

 Separate your trash into: 
 Yard Clipping Recycling Pile: only include 

tree limbs, lumber, grass clippings, tree 
leaves, and brush.  

 Trash Pile: All other debris.

 Recycle all rechargeable batteries at your local 

retail stores beginning February 2006. Call your 
local store for details. 

 Questions?  Call (559) 621-1447. 

 No tree trimmings or stumps resulting from 
major tree pruning or removal of trees down 
to their stump.  

 No explosive materials including 
ammunition. 

 No discards on the speed bumps. 
 No discards on the park strips. 
 No pesticides and chemicals, including pool 

acid, and propane tanks.  Please call the 
Fresno County Resources Division at (559) 
262-4259. 

 No used motor oil, brake, and transmission 
fluids.  Please take items to your local 
service station for recycling or call the 
City’s Recycling Program at (559) 621-1111 

 No fifty gallon drums. 
 No wood preservatives or treated 

utility poles, including railroad 
ties. 

 No raw garbage.  Garbage should be 
placed out for your regular weekly pick up.  

 NO TIRES.  Please call the Code 
Enforcement Division at (559) 621-8400 for 
information on the disposal of tires.  

 No materials resulting from private contract 
work and major remodeling work done by 
contractor or owner including: 

 Roofing projects. 
 Remodeling projects.  
 Major landscaping projects. 
 For remodeling debris, residents can: 
 request a special haul from the Solid Waste 

Division at (559) 621-1452 or  
 seek a roll-off bin from a private hauler. 
 No trash generated by businesses operating 

from within the residential house. 
 No broken television screens or computer 

monitors. 
 No batteries of any kind will be taken 

starting February 2006.
